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Spaak Denounces 
Poland’s Bid for 


Non-Nuclear Zone 


PARIS (AP)—NATO’s civilian chief, Paul-Henri 
Spaak, said Monday creation of a neutral de-atomized 
zone in Central Europe would demolish the Atlantic 


alliance, 

The secretary general of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation was commenting on a 
Polish suggestion that produc- 
tion and storing of nuclear 
arms be banned in Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and both parts 
of divided Germany. 

“From the military point of 
views,” said Spaak in an exclu- 
Sive interview with the news- 
paper Paris-Presse, “this pro- 
posal is nonsense.” : 

“What would be the signi- 
ficance of a zone, let’s say 500 
kilometers {about 300 miles) 
wide when the ballistic missiles, 
of which certain powers are 80 
proud, permit the launching 
bases to be some 2,500 kilo- 
meters (1500 miles) from their 
target? isn’t there something 
hypocritical in such an idea?’ 

This was the first comment 
«~ the Polish plan from a top 
ranking NATO figure. 


“Moreover,” Spaak said, “the 
banning of production of such 
arms would be applied to a 
country which has already re- 
nounced their fabrication—the 
Federal Republic of Germany 
(West Germany). 


“In fact, Mr. Rapacki’s (Polish 
Foreign Minister) proposition 
shows an essentially political 
aim. It represents an attempt 
by new means to obtain the per- 
manent objective of Soviet poli- 
ey: force the Federal Republic 
{of West Germany) and the 
West to recognize the Pankow 
regime (East Germany), neu- 
tralize Germany, that is to say, 
suppress its strategic contribu- 
tion to NATO, in order to de- 
molish the Atlantic system.” 


Syria Approves Yost 
As U.S. Ambassador 


DAMASCUS... (INS) —Syria., 


said Sunday it has approved the 
nomination of U.S. career dip- 
icmat Charles Yost as the new 
ambassador to Damascus. 


The approval apparently sig- 
nalled a now era of relations 
between the U.S. and Syria, 
which earlier this year were on 
the verge of a diplomatic break.

Europe to Get 
Rockets in 
Time:Norstad 


PARIS (AP) — Gen. Lauris 
Norstad, supreme allied com- 
mander in Europe, Monday said 
that as a result of last week's 
NATO summit conference the 
Western allies should have in- 
termediate range ballistics mis- 
siles in Europe well within a 
safe period to meet the growing 
scientific Soviet threat. 

‘The general said “the present 
means of delivery of weapons 
will be useful past the point 
where the present schedule 
gives us the new weapons,” 

He meant that the retaliatory 
power of the U.S. Strategic Air 
Command would continue to ex- 
ist and be effective past the 
period of introduction of mis- 
siles. 


“There is no time limit when 


we must have these IRBM’s in, 


order to be safe,” said Norstad. 


Norstad, in speaking to cor- 
respondents, warned, however, 
that the introduction of missiles 
would not lessen his needs for 
conventional forces. 


His remarks at a briefing of 
SHAPE correspondents coincid- 
ed with statements he made 
during a television interview in 
the United States Sunday night. 


- Norstad said that in a matter 
of weeks he would make the 
necessary military recommenda- 
tions as a first step to the estab- 
lishment of missile bases in 
Europe. He said these bases 
did not necessarily. have to be 
in any specifie Evrapean NATO 
country. 

Nerstad said NATO planners 
envisioned the establishment of 
six to ten missile squadrons, 
perhaps to be called battalions, 
in Europe. These would num- 
ber up to 15 missiles each. The 
figure does not include four 
missile sites in Great Britain.

JAKARTA (Kyodo-UP)—Par- 
Hament Monday approved a 
“state of war” decree by 
Premier Djuanda who said he 
had evidence the “country is 
threatened with violation.” 

The powerful Masjumi Party 
(Indonesian Moslem Council) 
abstained. It demanded more 
discussion of the decree which 
replaces the previously decreed 
state of war and siege. 

Parliament acted after Dju- 


Dutch-inherited proclamation 
contained “dangerous elements.” 

The decree vests the highest 
authority in the chiefs of staff 
of. the armed forces and the 
Cabinet. Parliament recessed 
until. Jan. 12 after taking the 
action. 

Meanwhile, Shipping Minister 
Commodore Mohammed Nazir 
announced Monday that a Gov- 
ernment team was now in Japan 
to chartef bottoms for Indonesi- 
an interisland trade. 

The Shipping Minister said 
interests in five other countries 
had declared willingness to ini- 
tiate a “twice monthly” schedule 
of sailings to move goods 
throughout the archipelago. 

He listed them as the British 
Blue Funnel Line, the U.S. Isth- 
mian Lines, West Germany's 
Hapag Line and interests in Po- 
land and Yugoslavia. 

Nazir said the chartering of 
Japan bottoms would be on a 
strictly commercial basis and 
would be paid for with cash. 
They would not be supplied as 
part of the Japanese war repara- 
tions settlement, he said. 

Nazir said the Government 
team, headed by an E, Haznan, 
arrived in Japan four days ago. 
Japanese ship owners and the 
Indonesian Government _ had 
arranged for the charter of 75,- 
000 deadweight tons of ship- 
ping, Nazir said.

Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi yesterday as- 
sured enraged and missile- 
hating Socialist Diet mem- 
bers that Japan’s request 
for and acceptance of the 
American Sidewinder 
“plane killer’ would not 
result.in Japan becoming a 
“missile satellite” of the 


United States. 

The Prime Minister, bombard- 
ed with emergency interpella- 
tions on the controversial Side- 
winder issue, emphasized that 
the missile is a “purely defen- 
sive weapon” and renewed earli- 
er Administration pledges that 
Japan will not allow introduc- 
tion of nuclear missiles or weap- 
ons into this atom-jittery coun- 
try. 
The storm over the decision to 
reinforce this nation’s seléde- 
fense forces with American alr- 
to-air missiles erupted following 
last Thursday’s meeting of the 


Japan-United States Joint Com- «, 


mittee on Security. After the 
meeting it was announced that 
Japan had requested Sidewinder 
missiles and that the U.S. Gov- 
ernment had given its approval. 

Yesterday’s stormy  dehate 
was the first major offensive 
kicked off by the Opposition So- 
cialist Party during the 28th 
Diet session which opened last 
Friday. After yesterday’s in- 
terpellations, the Diet recessed 
until Jan. 25, 

On Jan. 25, Prime Minister 
Kishi, Foreign Minister Aliichiro 
Fujiyama, Finance Minister Hi- 
sato Ichimada and Ichiro Kono, 
director of the Economie Plan- 
ning Agency, are scheduled to 
deliver administrative policy 
speeches, 

The Socialists accused Kishi 
of accepting missile weapons 
“without letting the peeple 
know about it in advarice,” 
while even the NATO natiors 
were putting up strong resist- 
ance to American attempts to 
bring missiles into their Innds. 

Kishi stressed that Japan wes 
going to accept the Sidewinders 
to bring the equipment of the 
Self-Defense Forces up to date 
and that there was no danger 
the move would make Japan a 
“missile base,” as charged by 
the Opposition. 

The Sidewinder is launched 
from racks under the wings of 
fighter planes. It automatically 
and unerringly speeds toward 
attacking planes by its attrac- 
tion to heat sources—such as 
the plane’s exhaust. 

In reply to Socialist Represen- 
tative Masashi Ishibashi, the 
Prime Minister said that the 
Sidewinders are not nuclear 
weapons. He also said the Side- 
winders were not similar to any 
of the missiles which had creat- 
ed a controversy in the NATO 
summit conference in Paris last 
week, 

Supplementing Kishi’s expla- 
nation, Defense Agency Director 
Juichi Tsushima told the Lower 
House plenary session that the 
Sidewinders were very small 
guided weapons and that it 
would be impossible to attach 
a nuclear warhead on them. He 
said that they were completely 
different from missiles and were 
only defensive weapons. 

Tsushima said the character 
of Sidewinders was misunder- 
stood because the weapon has 
— described as a “guided mis- 
sile.”

Zuppke Dies 


CHAMPAIGN, ILL (INS)—One 
of the immortals of football's 
Hall of Fame, former Illinois 
coach Bob Zuppke, died quietly 
Sunday in a hospital not far 
from the scene of some of his

The German-born _ gridiron 
tactician died Sunday morning 
at 78, ending a seven-year Bat- 
tle with cancer and a bad heart. 
At his bedside was his wife, 
Leona, whom Zuppke married 
last year after she had been his 
housekeeper for over 20 years.

Cars to L.A. 


LOS ANGELES (Globe Press) 
—Bernard J, Caughlin, generai 
manager of the Port of Los 
Angeles, announced last week 
Japanese Toyopets, destined for 
the thriving Southern Californ.a 
market, will begin arriving in 
Los Angeles at the rate of 209 
cars a month in the near future. 


“Japan will become thereby 
the newest country to join the 


many foreign nations that ship 
their automobiles into the 
United States through Los 


Angeles,” he said, 

In the current 1958 fiscal 
year, which ends on June 30, 
1958, Southern California's im- 
ports of foreign automobiles is 
expected to increase by 100 per 
cent over fiscal 1957, Caughlin 
added. 

“In our last fiscal year, close 
to 26,000 cars were shipped 
through this harbor in vesseis 
flying the flags of seven nations,” 
he said. 

According to a recent tabula- 
tion, ships carrying cars to this 
area ranked as follows: German 
ships, 10,027 units; English, 6, 
045; Swedish, 3,580; French, 1,- 
990; Dutch, 1,097; Belgian, 1,951; 
and Italian, 778. 

Substantiating his optimistic 
forecast for the current year, 
Caughlin pointed to these large- 
scale shipments: 

North German Lloyd Lines’ 
Eibe Oldendorff last week 
brought to Los Angeles harbor 
900 German-made automobiles— 
Borgwards, Opels and DKW’s. 
Itainavi Line’s Italterra . ar- 
rived in August and October 
for the second and third time, 
each with 1,000 Fiats aboard. 
(First shipment to Los Angeles 
was in early June). Over 70 
per cent of each capacity cargo 
was consigned to Southern 
California dealers. Similar ar- 
rivals of the huge Fiat “floating 
garage” are scheduled for every 
three months, 

French Renaults are being 
shipped on a monthly basis, 
The first shipment of 727 
Dauphines was unloaded last 
month from one of three re- 
cently’ reconverted Liberty 
ships. 

In addition to these regular 
shipments, manufacturers of 
Swedish Volvos and German 
Volkswagens, as well as British 


auto plants, are exporting more 
of their cars than ever before, 
according to Caughlin.

The firms are Richard Costain, 
Ltd., and John Brown, Ltd.,.of 
Britain; Werkspoor and Bredero 
of the Netherlands; and Ray- 
mond Concrete Pile Co., and 
Williams Brothers of the United 
States. 

“The international group will 
develop facilities for a new ter- 
minal in the Persian Gulf at 
Kharg Island which will make 
it possible to increase produc- 
tion from the oil field at Gach 
Saran,” Col. P. MCA. Sinclair, 
director of Richard Costain, said 
Sunday. 

“The project includes at 26-28 
inch pipeline from the oil field 
to the sea; 30-inch underwater 
sealine to be laid to a depth of 
about 150 feet; tankage and stor- 
age facilities, workships, hous- 
ing and amenities; a loading 
jetty and boat harbor. 

Construction contracts will 
normally be undertaken by the

OK French 
Oil Pipeline 


TUNIS (Kyodo-UP) — The 
Tunisian Government was _ re- 
ported Monday to have agreed 
to let French petroleum com- 
panies build a 300-mile pipeline 
across Tunisia to carry oil from 
the Sahara to the Mediter 
ranean. 

The report of the agreement 
was published in “Action,” offi- 
cial newspaper of Tunisia’s Neo 
Destour Government party. 


The pipeline would begin at 
the oilfields of Edjele, in the 
Algerian Sahara, and would 
lead to the Mediterranean port 
city of Skirra, 50 miles south of 
Sfax on Tunisia’s eastern coast. 


Capacity of the pipeline is ex- 
pected to run around 12 million 
tons of oil a year. 

Tunisia would collect a rent 
of 1,000 million francs ($2,380,- 
000) a year from the Company 
for the Research and Exploita- 
tion of Petroleum in the Sahara 
and its subsidiary, the Company 
for Pipeline Transportation in 
the Sahara, Action said. 


French petroleum engineers 
are also building a pipeline and 
railroad transportation network 
from the eastern Sahara oil field 
of Hassi Messaoud to the Al- 
gerian port city of Philippeville. 


Raw Cotton Import

Twelve of the nation’s 14 
major rayog staple makers have 
recently agreed to sell rayon 
staple to. the Soviet Union in 
line with buying offers received 
in early November. 

This has already been notified 
the Soviet Textile Trade Cor- 
poration. 

The Soviet buying offers 
called for delivery of rayon 
staple in two stages—6,600,000 
Ibs. in the first batch and 2,200, 
000 Ibs. in the second, to be 


made from next January to 
March at a per pound price of 
21.54 cents or ¥77.54. 

This is the first time that 
Japan has ever made a com- 
mitment of exporting rayon 
staple to the Soviet Union. 


The nation’s rayon staple 


makere organized a Rayon Sta- 
ple Export Cartel this May to 
prevent “sacrifice” exports and 
pegged its floor export price at 
23.25 cents or ¥83.70 per lbs. 

The makers, however, have 
decided to further lower this 
floor price to 21.5 cents or ¥77.- 
40, as demanded by the Soviet 
purchase offer. 

Japan exported 300,000 Ibs. of 
rayon staple to Communist 
China from January to Novem- 
ber this year. 

The domestic price of this 
commodity was lowered to ¥82 
in December from Y¥86 in 
November. 


Brazil Trade Pacts 
To Be Extended 


The Government decided yes- 
terday to extend the present 
Japan-Brazil trade and payment 
agreements until June 30 next 
year. 

The agreements would have 
expired Dec. 31. 

According to the Government, 
Japan’s Ambassador to Brazil 
Yoshiro Ando is to exchange 
notes with the Brazilian Foreign 
Office late this morning for the 
extension of the agreements. 


It said the extension of the 
present agreements became nec- 
essary because of the revision 
carried out by Brazil in its 
trade tariffs. With the revision, 
Brazil is expected to negotiate 
with other GATT member na- 
tions for approval of new 
tariffs, 

Talks for new trade and pay- 
ments agreements with Japan 
are scheduled to take place fol- 
lowing that country’s negotia- 
tions with other GATT nations, 
the Government said. 


Trade Claim Settled 
With Red China 


The Communist Chinese trade 
claim for ¥90 million, involving 
inferior quality of Japanese 
woolen goods exported to that 
country, has been settled. 


Akiyoshi Aoi, head of a Japan 
Woolen Goods Cooperative mis- 
sion, who returned Sunday from 
Communist China, reported this 
to the Japan-China Exporter 
and Importer Association yes- 
terday. 

According to his report, of 
the ¥90 million Chinese trade 
claim, ¥Y60 million or 65 per 
cent will be paid by Japan in 
cash or in kind. 

Indemnity amounts to be 
shared by 14 woolen yarn man- 
ufacturing companies which ex- 
ported a total of 300,000 square 
yards of material to Red .China, 
are expected to be determined 
next Thursday.

Garcia Sees 
Better Times 
Ahead in P.I. 


MANILA (Kyodo-UP)—Presi- 
dent Carlos P. Garcia said Mon 
day the austerity program he 
announced two weeks ago held 
promise of “better times” in the 
years ahead. 

The President said the dura- 
tion of the belt-tightening mea- 
sures now in force would de- 
pend on the thrift and self-deni- 
al the people were ready to im- 

e on themselves. 

“The greater the sacrifices, 
the shorter will the austere in- 
terlude be,” the President said, 

Garcia said the economic 
crisis resulting from the dwindl- 
ing dollar reserves was not as 
bad as it looked and would not 
necessitate rationing of essenti- 
al commodities during the period 
of austerity. 

“We will not operate on a 
starvation basis,” the President 
said. 

He said there was no cause 
for the people to be alarmed by 
the austerity measures he had 
imposed on the country. 

He said if the people sup- 
ported his thrift program very 
fully, it could be safely pre- 
dicted that the country faced a 
very bright future. 

“In the long run thrift and 


| self-denial will result in better. 


times, prosperity and ‘the 
strengthening of the national 
economic foundation,” the 
chief executive said. 

He reiterated that austerity 
was a temporary measure to 
avoid devaluation of the Philip- 
pine peso and cause hardship 
to the masses of the people, 
particularily the salary and 
Wage earners. 

Garcia said the country’s 
dollar reserves—now in the 
$80 million mark—had gone 
down very low the past few 
years because of heavy invest- 
ments in new industries. 

Meantime, the Monetary 
Board of the Central Bank ap- 
proved a drastic policy intended 
to readjust the country’s indus- 
trial pattern. It decided to 
suspend all approved dollar 
allocations of new industries 
which had not yet opened their 
letters of credit for importation 
of machinery and equipment. 

Central Bank officials said 
this move would save over 
$20,000,000 in the form of non- 
recurring quota allocations for 
ma@hinery and equipment of 
new industries, 

The new policy would mean 
that new plants and factories 
which had not yet been fully 
established would have _ to 
cancel all their operations,

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Emigration Responsibility 

A private research organization in Washington, the 
Population Reference Bureau, has provided us with an in- 
teresting Comparison in reporting that Japan and Puerto 
Rico dre the two countries showing the most dramatic drop 
in birth rate in the past decade. 

Both countries are to be pleased by this trend, because 
in both over-population is a major problem. But there is 
an important difference in the way Japan and Puerto Rico 
have cut down-on their births. 

Japan had done it by legalizing abortions and popular- 


izing artificial birth control 


methods. Puerto Rico had 


done it by exporting her surplus of young adults, those 


in the prime reproductive;ages. 
them, because Puerto Ricans are all citizens of the United 


This is rather simple for 


States and so they can migrate to that country freely. 

Anyoné who goes to New York is immediately struck 
by the swelling Puerto Rican population there. This sud- 
den influx has created some problems of assimilation, for 
most of the migrants have no occupational training and a 
large number of them don’t speak English. 
3 Similar problems may be met when Japanese emigrate, 
but here the responsibility lies with their home govern- 
ment which sends them. We cannot expect nations gen- 
erous enough to open their gates to Japanese settlers to 
bear the whole burden of assimilating them. 

Many people here still place hopes in emigration as a 


method of alleviating our population pressures. 


From 


several standpoints it would be superior, certainly, to abor- 
tions and birth control. But our emigration program has 
been.extremely slow in developing, and lately it has even 


been threatened with decline. 


Last week a Brazilian organization suspended its plans 
to accept Japanese immigrants and announced it was de- 
porting 16 “undesirables” back to Japan.

) Budget Plan: 1958-59 


Exports, Roads, Aid to Small Rosina, Science to Get Priority 


The Cabinet at its meeting 


Friday approved the basie po- 


licy. for budget compilation for 
fiscal 1958-59. 

It was decided that special 

consideration should be paid to 
(1) promotion of exports, (2) 
construction of roads, (3) finan- 
cial credits to the hard-pressed 
small enterprises and (4) pro- 
motion of science and techno- 
logy, 
Promotion of exports com- 
mands an overriding considera- 
tion in budget compilation, as 
Japan's economy cannot be 
maintained as a going concern 
without it. 

Improvement of roads is one 
of the outstanding issues for 
Japan. The wartime negligence 
of maintenance work has ag- 
gravated the dilapidated condi- 
tion of most roads in Japan. 
Prime Minister Kishi, upon ‘his 


_return from his second’ trip to 


Southeast Asia, said he saw bet- 
ter roads in the countries he 
visited, 

The sum of appropriations 
for the special projects are 
scheduled to be worked out by 
mid-January. At present, it. is 
expécted that some ¥55,000 mil- 
lion, or ¥10,000 million more 
than the current fiscal year, 
will be channeled into the con- 
struction of roads, 

For Easier Loans 

The Small Business Organiza- 
tion Law was passed by the 
last extraordinary Diet in 
November. To solve the finan- 


.cial problems, however, exten- 


sion of loans to smal] enter- 
prises must be facilitated. ‘The 
International Trade and Indus- 
try Ministry wants ¥20;000 mil- 
lion for that purpose, though 
the figure may be pared down 
due to limitation of fund. 

Promotion of science and tech- 

nology is an urgent. need, 
Though Japan is not trying to 
launch a rocket to the moon, 
Japan must endeavor to catch 
up with international technolo- 
gical advancement. 
_. These projects, however, do 
not exhaust the list of imme- 
diate requirements. The Goy- 
ernment is also planning to es- 
tablish a special fund for econo- 
mic cooperation with Southeast 
Asia. Japan’s defense equip- 
ment needs refurbishing. More 
funds are being called for to 
reinforce the health insurance 
system. War veterans and be- 
reavéed families of the war dead 
are clamoring for more pen- 
sions. 

It is difficult to determine 
which of these policy require- 
ments commands higher prior- 
ity. It may be said that the 
choice of the key projects has 
been made largely as a matter 
of expediency in anticipation of 
a general election. 

Surplus Expected 

The strong pressure for big- 
ger appropriations is attribut- 
able to the general elections 
expected after the passage of 
the budget bill, as well as to 
the inherent importance of 
those policy requirements. 

The demands for funds are 
further whetted, as a consider- 
able sum in budget surplus will 
accrue in the next fiscal year. 

The revenue is expected to in- 
crease by °¥110,000 million ac- 
cording to the official estimate, 
which is a very modest one. On 
top of this, a carried-over fund 
of ¥100,000 million, or ¥381,000 
million more than this fiscal 
year, will be added to the re- 
venue side. 

The budget total would then 
reach ¥1,328,400 million, as 
against the current fiscal year’s 
¥1,137,400 million. 

After allowing for automatic 
increase of some expenditures 
and other predetermined out- 
lays, the Government expects a

Yomiuri Shimbun described as 
significant the White Paper on 
Atomic Energy issued by 
Japan’s Atomie Energy Commis- 
sion Sunday. The paper said 
the document has shown how 
much effort Japan’s scientific ex- 
perts must exert for the devel- 
opment of atomic energy in the 
coming years, The paper said 
it was°impressed by the rapid 
growth of Japan’s atomic en- 
ergy development during the 
past four years. Triggering this 
high-tempo development, the 
paper noted, is a strong public 
demand for such an industrial 
energy source and development 
of international relations center- 
ing around atomic energy. The 
fact that the Atomic Energy 
Commission has decided to es- 
tablish aé 7,050,000 kilowatt 
atomic power station by the end 
of 1975,.the paper said, suffic- 
ed to show the giant scope of 
Japan’s atomic energy plans. 


Asahi Shimbun expressed pro- 
found dissatisfaction over the 
replies. made by Government 
leaders at the Diet to questions 
concerning Japan’s acceptance 
of the Sidewinder air-to-air guid- 
ed missile. The paper said it 
could not understand why such 
a serious problem was suddenly 
brought before the people only 
after agreement by the U-S.- 
Japan Committee on Security. 
It is a serious matter, it said, if 
the Government should attempt 
to arm the nation’s self-defense 
forces with missiles, It ig much 
worse, the paper said, if the 
Government should decide on 


such a grave step after only a 
handful of Government leaders 
have talked with the U.S. offi- 
cials, 


Mainichi Shimbun voiced dis- 
Satisfaction over replies made 
by Government leaders at the 
Diet to questions relating to 
Japan’s decision to introduce 
U.S. Sidewinder air-to-air guid- 
ed missile. The paper warned 
the Government that the public 
Suspected that the step may 
eventually prove the first step 
in’ bringing in U.S, noaclear 
weapons. Although Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi has 
stressed at the Diet his- oppo- 
sition to the induction of any 
nuclear ‘weapons, the paper: 
said, such suspicion will not dis- 
appear. The Government must 
clarify the extent of arma- 
ments it proposes to accept. 

Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
attached significance to the four- 
day NATO summit conference 
inasmuch as the majority of the 
member nations had shown en- 
thusiasm for relaxation of the 
East-West tension. The paper 
Said the meeting also showed 
that the controlling power of 
the United States over the NATO 
countries has declined. The re- 
sult of the conference, it said, 
Was different from what the pa- 
per had expected. For, the paper 
pointed out, such issues as U.S. 
missile bases proposed by Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dul- 
les were severely criticized from 
the outset of the conference but 
the problem of starting talks 
with the Soviet Union for alle- 


viating the East-West tension 


took the spotlight at the 15-na- 
tion huddle. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai), 
commenting of the NATO con- 
ference in Paris, which ended 
last Thursday, requested the 
leaders of both the Eastern and 
Western camps to try to bring 
about world peace. All hope for 
world peace is not yet lost, the 
paper said, as the conference 
virtually opened the way for 
East-West negotiations, expect- 
ed take place next year. The 
paper pointed out that Premier 
Nikolai Bulganin, in his notes 
to various members of United 
Nations called for coexistence 
and a top level conference be- 
tween the two camps. The 
Western countries, for their 
part, have shown willingness 
to study the notes instead of 
bluntly rejecting them, the pa- 
per said. 


Nisht Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) doubted that the result of 
the four-day NATO conference 
was successful enough have 
any tangible effects on the 
Communist or neutrai coun 
tries. The paper regretted that 
the purpose of the summit con- 
ference became vague as the 
basic American stand of quickly 
arming the NATO countries 
with nuclear weapons clashed 
with that of West European 
countries to negotiate with the 
Soviet Union for alleviation of 
the cold war, The paper took 
special note that the problem 
of which NATO member coun- 
try should first establish U.S.

* Decision to Freeze 

The reason why the Govern- 
ment proposes to do this despite 
strong pressure for funds is to 
make it sure that Japan will 
achieve the export target of 
$3,150 million in fiscal 1958-59. 

The experience of the so-call- 
ed Jimmu boom in the latter 
half of 1956 and early this year 
showed that an excessive 
growth of national economy 
brings on. an unfavorable inter- 
national balance. 

Japan’s production is heavily 
dependent upon imported 
materials and prosperity means 
a heavier consumption of im- 
ported materials and goods. And 
higher prices deter exports. 

This was what actually hap- 
pened in 1956. And in 1957, the 
Government had no choice but 
to enforce a stringent defiation- 
ary policy to improve the trade 
balance. 

Prior to the budget compila- 
tion, the Economic Planning 
Agency submitted to the Cabinet 
a long-range economic program 
to ensure a smooth growth of 
national economy. Without such 
a program, the economy might 
go by fits and starts as in the 
period from. 1956 to 1957, 

According to the EPA plan, 
the growth of national economy 
during fiscal 1958-59 must be 
curbed So aS not to exceed 3 
per cent. To attain this objec- 
tive, budget expenditures must 
be kept within a certain limit. 
An unduly large budget would 
stimulate the economy too 
much, Thus, the decision to 
freeze ¥45,600 million has been 
reached. : 

Export Key Factor 

By checking the excessive 
growth of production, the Gov- 
ernment hopes to keep imports 
within reasonable bounds and 
also reach the export target of 
$3,150 million. As a result, a 
favorable trade balance of $150 
million is expected. 


In the budget compilation, 


promotion of exports indeed 
commands top consideration. 
In the policy decision, it was 
given a place even before other 
priority projects. The Govern- 
ments is trying to ward off 
budget demands by demonstrat- 
ing the predominant need of 
export promotion. 

Both in the long-range econo- 
mic program and budget com- 
pilation, export is always con- 
sidered as the kev factor; Japan 
must export to live. 

The decision to set ¥43,600 
million aside temporarily goes 
with the determination to pre- 
vent the budget from expanding 
beyond '¥100,000 million over 
the sum for the current fiscal 
year. And if this plan is put 
into practice, there will be a 
surplus to allow for tax reduc- 
tion. 

First Draft 

Tax reduction, if it is not pro- 
perly executed, may stimulate 
consumption. Though the cor- 
porate tax is reduced in the 
main, an immediate investment 
of the fund thus relieved might 
yiduce undesirable effects. If 
the corporations use the fund 
for repayment of loans, it would 
best serve the purpose intended 
by the Government. 


In conformity with the 
Cabinet-approved policy, the 
Finance Ministry authorities 


will work out the first draft 
yudget by the end of this year. 
But this draft is expected to 
cover only the routine expend- 
itures. 

In the new year, the out- 
Jays for special policy require- 
ments mentioned above will be 
determined. The budget is ex- 
pected to be worked out in 
concrete figures around the 
middle of January. 

Finance Minister Hisato Ichi- 
mada is directly responsible 
for budget compilation. But it 
is up to Prime Minister Kishi 
to curb the political demands 
from members of the Govern- 
ment party. 

The task is indeed difficult. 
The current fiscal year’s budget 
can be regarded as a legacy 
of the Ishibashi Cabinet, though 
it was passed under the Kishi 
Cabinet. The next budget will 
be really Prime Minister 
Kishi’s budget and it is hoped 
that he will prove his ability 
by incorporating his political 
ideals in the budget. 


The Year Ahead 
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Outlook for Korea

The key man in the young Re- 
public of Korea’s rocky road to eco- 
nomic recovery is 44-year-old Song 
In Sang. As Reconstruction Minis- 
ter, Song generally fs regarded as 
one of the most capable and rés- 
pected members of President Syng- 
man Rhee’s Cabinet. Early in 1958 
he will lead a delegation to the 
United States to push for more aid 
for his country for the next fiscal 
year. In this dispatch, written ex- 
clusively for United Press, 
outlines the economic outlook for 
Korea during the coming year-— 
Editor. 


SEOUL—Any attempt to eval- 
uate and forecast the economic 
situation a year ahead for such 
a precariously situated country 
as Korea is frustrating, if not 
impossible. 

First of all, we have to make 
certain unusual assumptions in 
addition to standard ones. Sup- 
reme importance should be at- 


tached to the changes in the 


international political situation, 
especially the relation between 
the Free World and the Com- 
munists which will determine 
the course of the Korean econo- 
my during the coming years, 


Even barring the eruption of 
fighting between the North and 
South Korean forces, it is fair- 
ly certain that the Republic of 
Korea will be called on to main- 
tain the present strength in the 
Armed Forces. This means that 
the prime cause of economic 
strain will continue to exist in 
the coming year. 


Apart from this militarily 
dark situation and in spite of it, 
there is every indication that 
the Korean economy will ex- 
perience the best year since the 
end of World War Il. 


The tide of rampant inflation 
which once pushed prices up as 
high as doubling a year has 
now been put down under com- 
plete control. Only allowing 
not more than an 11 per cent 
rise during the two-year period 
from September 1955, to Novem- 
ber 1957, 


Such phenomenal success, 
painful as it was, will wnh- 
doubtedly prompt the Govern- 
ment of Korea to adhere to the 
major principles of the financial 
stabilization program almost at 
all costs with the close colla- 
boration of the United States 
aid agency. 

Now that the most painful 
part of the economic adjust- 
ment process is nearly over, the 
task of bringing it to a success- 
ful result should not be too un- 
bearable for the nation, 

Increased public confidence 
in the Government's determin- 
ed effort in maintaining con- 
stant currency value will help 
normalize the distorted credit 
structure, thus facilitating or- 
derly restoration of financial op- 
eration for the economy. 

Such trends of economic 
normalization will be further 
accelerated by the increased 
supply of goods made available 
through a number of aid financ- 


started or will be put into op- 
eration soon. 

Leading the list are the ce- 
ment and flat glass plants, both 
UNKRA-financed and opened in 
November 1957, to be supple 
mented by a number of small 
plants expected to go into op- 
eration this year.

Seng tons and some 120,000 cases of

Any attempt to analyze the 
prospect of Korean economy in 
terms of accurate figures on 
production, income, or employ- 
ment will be bound to fail 
because of the lack of reliable 
statistical reporting systems. 

Other than those indicated in 
the above, no significant de- 
velopment is expected to take 
place in the output of coal, 
power and other important 
items of production. 

Though the drastically reduc- 
ed economic aid is not expected 
to affect the economic develop- 
ment immediately in the coming 
year because of the anticipated 
arrival of aid goods in large 
quantities, it must be pointed 
out that the reduction in aid 
will seriously weaken the eco- 
nomy, offsetting whatever has 
been achieved in the direction of 
economic stability and develop- 
ment. 

Unless there is definite pros- 
pect for alternative sources to 
finance the import requirement 
which runs as high as 10 times 
the present rate of export capa- 
city, Korea will be greatly 
strained under the burden of 
having to pursue the twin goals 
of accelerating the pace of eco- 
nomic development and at the 
same time maintaining large 
armed forces against the ever 
present danger of Communist 
invasion,

LOVE FREEDOM AND SOCIETY, 
By John Middleton Murry. Publish- 
ed by Jonathan Cape. London. 


Christianity, the source of 
Western civilization, is now at 
a serious stage of challenge. In 
the past Christianity has chang- 
ed, but with the rise of commtu- 
nism atid rapid scientific pro- 
gress, the faith now stands at a 
point required to decide how it 
can survive, if it is to remain 
as the guide of civilization. 

John Middleton Murry thor- 
oughly reviews this serious pro- 
blem, by presenting the opinions 
of the two great prophets, D. H. 
Lawrence and Albert Schweit- 
zer, and giving his own opinion. 

In Part One the thoughts and 
religion of D. H, Lawrence, re- 
ferring to his numerous works 
and statements, are given—“My 
great religion is a belief in the 
blood, the flesh, as being wiser 
than the inteilect. We can go 
wrong in our minds, But what 
our blood feels and believes and 
says is true,” he wrote. 

“When Jesus commanded us 
to. love our neighbors, he forced 
us to live a great lie, or to dis- 
obey; for we cannot love any- 
body, neighbor or no neighbor, 
to order, and faked love has 


rotted our marrow,” he also 
says, 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer has 


faith in Christianity, He gays, 
“Christianity cannot take the 
place of thinking, but it has 
to be founded on it...I know 
that I myself owe it to think- 
ing that I was able to retain 
my faith in religion and Christ- 
ianity.” Or “The essential ele- 
ment in Christianity as it was 
preached by Jesus and as it is 
comprehended by thought, is 
this, that it is only through 
love that We can attain to com- 
mune with God. All living 
knowledge of God rests upon 
this foundation: that we exper- 
fence Him in our lives as Will- 
to-love,” 

Murry observes the present 
state of Christianity and says, 
“At any rate it ig certain that 
the pkysical resurrection of 
Jesus becomes inconceivable, not 
merely to the majority of mem- 
bers of Western civilization, but 
to a very large number of the 
minority who still profess and 
call themselves Christians.” 

“The attitude of Schweitzer 
and Lawrence to the Cross are 
significant. Schweitzer, it seems, 
will have none of it... Law- 
rence’s attitude is surely more 
human than this, perhaps more 
religious.” Lawrence says, 
Christianity, then, is the ideal, 
but it is impossible. It jis im- 
possible because it makes de- 
mand greater than the nature 
of men can bear.” 

Murry continues his book 
with these words. “Already 
when the gospels were written 
Jesus had become a figure of the 
imagination, and not one imagi- 
nation, but of many... We 
know that Jesus died to establ- 
ish his love as God. We know 
that he knew at last that he had 
failed. We know that others did 
establish his love as God. We 
know that Gods endure for a 
civilization. We know that we 
are the end of the civilization 
which believed in a God of 
Love. We are back where this 
one began: with Jesus on the 
Cross. We know he lives now 
in the hearts of individual and 
moral men, and only there.”

The greeting cards the U.N. be- 
gan to sell in 1950 ignored 
Christmas, But in 1957, the 
U.N. yielded to popular demand 
and authorized a true Christmas 
card, with Mother and Babe de- 
sign. The motion for it came 
from Colombia, andit was pass- 
ed with the approval of Moslem 
Pakistan, Hindu India and other 
nations classified as non-Chris- 
tian. 

The U.N. simply finally rec- 
ognized the fact that hundreds 
of millions in all continents ex- 
press good will toward each 
cther with cards at Christmas. 
Belore World War Il, an Arab 
sheik placed an order for a 
dozen gross of cards with a 
London firm. He wanted the 
usual seasonable snowy scenes, 
but stipulated that the cards 
should bear the inscription: 
“Praise be to Allah!” 


The Nizam of Hyderabad, 
though a Moslem, wrote an ode 
on the Nativity, which he had 
printed in Christmas-card form 
and sent to 50,000 friends, ac- 
guaintances and co-religionists. 
A special copy was printed on 
goid leaf, bound in crimson 
silk, and presented to the Pope.

CHRISTMAS FORBIDDEN 


During the Cromwell dictator- 
ship in England, when puritani- 
cal feelings held iron sway in 
the land, many strong attempts 
were made to put down what 
the Puritans termed superstiti- 
ous festviais, and amongst these 
was that of Christmas Day. So 
determined. was the Puritan 
party to sweep away all vestiges 
of evil creeds and evil deeds, 
that they were resolved to make 


time-honored season of Christ- 
mas. The holly and the mistle- 
toebough were to be cut up 
root and branch, as plants of 
the Evil One. Cakes and ale 
were held to be impious liba- 
tions to superstition. 

Accordingly, in the year 1647, 
the Cromwell government order- 
ed throughout the principal 
towns and cities of the country, 
by the mouth of the common 
crier, that Christmas Day 
should no longer be observed— 
it being a superstitious and 
hurtful custom; and that in 
place thereof, and the more 
effectually to work a change, 
markets should be held on the 
25th day of December, 


This was attacking the peo- 
ple, especially the country folks, 
in their most sensitive part. It 
was hardly to be expected that 
they would quietly submit to 
loss of a favorite festive time; 
nor did they, as the still-exist- 
ing “news letters” of those days 
amply testify. The journalists 
delighted in relating what hap- 
pened to officers who attempted 
to tear down Christmas greens 
publicly displayed. “The holly 
and ivy were fixed so high that 
command was given for ladders, 
which were brought, but it was 
ill venturing up, when so many 
Waggs were thronging beneath,” 
one commentator reported with 
glee, Eee

The time of the winter sols- 
tice, the turn of the year from 
short dark days back to. long 
light ones, was celebrated as 
the birth of a god by five differ- 
ent peoples centuries before 
Jesus Christ—the birth of Bud- 
dha by Chinese; the birth of 
Nolagh by Druids; the birth of 
Horus by Egyptians; tne birth 
of Mithras by Persians; the birth 
ef Solis Invicta by Romans. 


ORIGIN OF YULE TREES 


The use of Christmas trees 
sprang up fram Scandinavia and 
Germany. The idea, however, is 
of ancient origin, having its 
foundation in the- Bible. In 
Isaiah are the words, “The glory 
of Lebanon shall come unto 
thee, the fir tree, the pine tree 
and the box together, to beauti- 
fy the place of My Sanctuary.” 
In Egypt, the palm tree was 
used, 


Prince Albert, the German 
consort of Queen Victoria, is 
credited with introducing the 
Christmas tree into England. 

An English historian wrote, 
“The forties of the last century 
saw Christmas reborn in Eng- 
land, The first vogue of Christ- 
mas trees was in 1841; the first 
Christmas cards were on sale— 
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and 1843 saw. the issue of the 
greatest of Christmas books, 
Dickens’ ‘A Christmas Carol’.” 

The idea came to Dickens in 
Manchester, and he began work 
on it during the second week 
of October... He said that he 
put all he knéw of Christmas 
into his Carol, writing in a 
state of mental incandescence. 
He wept over it, and laughed, 
and wept again as he wrote, 
and walked at night for fifteen 
or twenty miles about the Lon- 
don streets thinking of his 
story. It was completed by 
the end of November and 
published a few days before 
Christmas 1843. 

Six thousand copies—the com- 
plete first printing—were sold 
on the first day. The story is 
read in nearly every principal 
language on earth.

THE CLUE IN A CARD 

A Christmas card enabled a 
murder to be solved. A beauti- 
ful girl was found strangled in 
a lonely field in Canada. Her

clothes Indicated that she came 
from a community many hund- 
reds of miles east. The only 
other clue besides this and a 
photo of the dead girl’s face was 
a Christmas card. It bore the 
words: “With fondest love 
from .Harry.” The letter en- 
abled Detective John W. Mur- 
ray to trace and arrest the send- 
er of the card, who subsequent- 
ly confessed to the crime.

The Christmas card began in 
Britain. At Christmas, 1844, 
W. E. Dobson, a Royal Aca- 
demy artist, made a sketch, 
lithographed copies of it, and 
sent these to friends instead of 
a letter. It portrayed a family 
group toasting absent friends. 

The following year, Sir Henry 
Gole asked John Calcott Horsley 
to get up a card similar to Do- 
bson’s for him to send. Hor- 
sley’s card, which showed & 
family celebrating the holiday 
with “brimming cheer,” was 
condemned by temperance ad- 
vocates. The publicity the con- 
troversy gave the card prompt- 
ed numerous cards to be put 
on the market and sold. 


DEVIL-IN-THE-BOX 

‘Speaking of the jack-in-the- 
box, there is a curious story at- 
tached to'it. Back in the. Mid- 
dle Ages, it was once deemed 
“miraculous,” due to a certain 
John Schorne, a preacher who 
sought converts to his odd faith 
in England. 

At that time, pagan supersti- 
tion and Christianity were inter- 
mingled. It was still believed 
that witches flew through the 
air on broomsticks to dark, mid- 
night orgies, and that a goblin 
on the hearth would do all the 
housework through the long 
night hours if he was regarded 
kindly by the inmates. 

George E. Mottnam, a British 
historian, says that John 
Schorne’s followers believed he 
could “conjure up the devil out 
of a boot,” for they saw this hap- 
pen with their own eyes! 

Schorne practiced a trick be- 
fore his flock by holding a large 
top-boot, and after uttering sev- 
eral words in Latin, he would 
cause a little fiend to jump out 


- Of the top of it, 


This ruse worked by a simple 
mechanism. The miniature devil 
was concealed in the foot, and 
on the release of a spring, he 
jumped up into full view, , He 


could be made to disappear 
again by pressing another 
spring. 


The artisans of the period per- 
manently recorded Schorne’s 
curious device in stone and 
woodwork, and in older towns 
in England carvings can still be 
seen of this preacher holding a 
boot, a Satanic imp grifning 
from the top. 


THE OLDEST CAROL 


It ig odd that the best-known 
Christmas Carol, Dickens’, is in- 
tended to be read, not sung. For 
no other Christmas tradition is 
older than caroling. In the 2nd 
century, A.D., Telesphorus urged 
his flock to sing the Angels’ 
Hymn (Gloria in Fxcelis Deo) 
on the eve of the day the nattiy- 
ity was observed. However, the 
word “carol” did not come into 
the English language until late 
in the Middle Ages. 


The oldest Christmas hymn is 
said to be the one beginning 
“Vital spark of heavenly flame,” 
which goes back to the Roman 
Fimperor Hadrian (76 to 138 
A.D.). However, the observance 
of December 25 as Christmas 
Day was not officially recogniz- 
ed in Rome until 354 A.D., when 
the Emperor Justinian designat- 
ed it a holiday. As a Christian 
festival, it ‘replaced “Dies Na- 
talis Invictus,” the last day of 
the Saturnalia, which had de- 
generated into a week of un- 
bridled merry-making and sen- 
suality. The Saturnalia had a 
Significance of its own to the 
Curistians; it was a time when 


they were most free from per- 


secution. 


THE YULE LOG 


The Yule log is of pre-Chris- 
tian origin. So is the Christmas 
candie. The latter has been 
significant in Christmas decora- 
tions since the earliest days. In 
the Latin Chureh, which con- 
verted the old Saturnalian cus- 
toms to Christian observances, 
Christmas was called “The Feast 
of Lights.” Candle lighting fol- 
lowed the Yulelog lighting. 

In European countries it is be- 
lieved that to insure good luck 
in the coming year, the Yule log 
should be lighted with a portion 


_ of Jast year’s log. The Christmas 


candle also should be ignited 
from a fragment of the previous 
year’s candle and should not be 
permitted to go out for twelve 
days, the period of festivities, 
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A visit by a wandering minstrel and story-teller was a Yule-time treat arranged 
for youngsters in olden times. He gathered the boys and girls around him at the 
fireside and made heroes and heroines of the tapestries come to life.
